After An Illness Of a Year Mrs. 
Mayme Green McElroy, One 
Of the Best Known Wom- 
> en Of Springfield 
Died Yesterday. 


A LOSS TO THE COMMUNITY

Mrs. Mayme Green McElroy diedyes- 
tetday at twelve o’clock noon at her 
home on East Main street. Mrs. Mc¬ 
Elroy had been ill for about a year, but 
during the autumn had gone to Phila¬ 
delphia where Bhe was under the cue 
of the best physicians in the country 
and where it was thought that if not 
cured entirely she was given such re¬ 
lief as to prolong her hfe for some time. 
It was not long, however, after reach¬ 
ing home, that Mrs. McElroy became 
confined to her room, which she was 
destinea not to lesv.: alive. She realized 
that her time of life was lifhited and 
during the last weeks of her sickness 
made every arrangement for her funer¬ 
al, thoughtful to the last, wishing to 
have everything done in order that 
those who loved her and whose hearts 
would be broken when she died might 
hav^ as little as possible resting upon 
them. Mrs. McElroy was ? woman of 
the strongest character and of wonder¬ 
ful intellectual endowment. If she 
thought that a person had faults they ; 
did not learn of them through the vill¬ 
age gossips, the discussion of them to 
others was not a stock in trade with 
her. If she loved one the love was 
everlasting, sincere, immutable. She 
was fearless, true and lovable in life 
and in death she will be so recalled and 
so will be written the history of her 
life. 

Mrs. McElroy was born April 7, 1868, 
and was the daughter of the late Sid¬ 
ney and Kate Kimberhn Green. On the 
25th dav of Sept. 1889 she was married 
to James Calhoun McElroy to which 
union one child, James, was born about 
five years ago. The married life of 
Mr. and Mrs. McElroy was felicitous 
and happy in the extreme, the mother’s 
devotion to the child beautiful. Be¬ 
sides the husband and son, Mrs. McEl¬ 
roy is survived by Mrs. S. C. Moore, of 
Sherman, Texas, Mrs. J. R. Handy, of 
Denison, Texas, sisters, and Messrs. C. 
A. Green, of Springfield, Will Green, 
of Denison. Texas, and Dr. James 
Green, of London, Ky., brothers. 

The funeral services were conducted 
at the home this afternoon at three 
o’clock, Rev. R. E. C. Lawson officiat¬ 
ing. and the interment was on Ceme-

Bom on Same Day With Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln and Still Alive 


Harrodsburg Democrat: Dr. James 


Enterprise: Ben T. Crume died at his 
home on College street in this city last 
night at 9:30 o’clock. His death was 
indirectly the result of a trifling injury 
he sustained on Monday, Jan. 25, by 
sti iking his hand against a plow point 
at his wareroom on Main street. The 
injured member on the following day 
pained him and he thoughtlessly pricked 
it with a pin taken from the lapel of his 
coat Blood poisoning resulted-and his 
condition became critical at once. He 
had been lingering between life and 
death for the past week. 

Ben T. Crume was bom in Nelson 
county, near Bardstown, in 1855. and 
was in his fifty-third year. He moved 
to this city in 1879 and was engaged in 
photography. A few years later he 
and his brother, John W. Crume, en¬ 
tered the livery, coal and implement 
business, in which they have been en¬ 
gaged ever since. 

Mr. Crume married Miss Rosa Mock, 
daughter of the late Geo. S. Mock, in 
June, 1879. He is survived by his wite, 
two sons, Messrs. Wallace, of Danville, 
and James, of this city; three si ters, 
Mrs. Arch Weather and Misses Anna 
and M unday Crume, of Nelson county, 
knd one brother, John W. Crume, of 
this city. 

The family have the sympathy of the 
entire community in their hour of be¬ 
reavement.

His first sweetheart was Miss Anna 
Rutledge, whose memory he held very 
deaf. Mr. Abraham Lincoln and Miss 
Mary Todd, ot Kentucky, were united 
in the bonds of matrimony on Sunday 
afternoon, 1842. at the home of-the 
bride’s sister, Mrs. Edwards. They did 
not announce their wedding until Sun¬ 
day morning. Her trousseau was of a 
neatly made muslin. No attendants 
stood up with the bride and groom. Tha 
Rev. Dresser performed the ceremony. 
To this union were born four children, 
one daughter and three sons. In 1849 
they were all dead except the son. Rob¬ 
ert, who still survives. Mr. Lincoln 
was inaugurated President March 4, 
1861. and was re-elected, serving four 
years and one month. 

On April 14, 1866, he was assassinat¬ 
ed while seated with his wife and 
friends in his box at Ford’s Theater. 
He was shot by John Wilkes Bo^th. 
who entered the box, closed the door so 
that no one could follow, shot the Pfsa- 
ident, then waving his pistol oven his 
head shouted. “So be it always with 
tyrants,” and leaped to the stage in 
front. The stricken President was car¬ 
ried to a private house nearby, where be 
died the next morning. The funeral re¬ 
curred April 19. and his body was borae- 
to Springfield, Ill., for bunaL The pro¬ 
cession may be said to have extended 
the entire distance from Washington to 
Springfield. 

This was a day of mourning through¬ 
out the land. 

The churches, principle buildings and 
even the engines and cars were draped 
in black. Almost every citizen ware 
the badge of mourning. , 

This ends the life of our martyred 
President. We only pray that God will 
send us more Americana like him.

I To-day, February 12, is the one hun- 

• dredth anniversary of the birth of .oue 
I of the greatest men the world has ever 

known. A marvelous man was Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, born amid the humblest 
| ot surroundings to finally guide the des¬ 
tinies and preserve the life of a great 
| nation throughout the most troublous 
and imminent of times, and one of the 
most gigantic wars of history, at the 
end to die a martyr. So commonplace, 
so American is the story of the great 
' man’s life up to the time when first the 
State and then the nation demanded h>s 
services. 

It might be well for me to note some¬ 
thing of his boyhood days, as it may be 
of some tenefit to the children of the 
schools. We have a statement from one 
| of the oldest citizens of Washington 
county. Mr. William Hardesty, saying 
that he remembered the wedding of 
Thomas Lincoln and Nancy Hanka, 
which was solemnized in Springfield, 

I Ky., June 12, 1806. and after their mar¬ 
riage they resided within this county 
for several years in a small log cabin 
on the Little Beech river, now in the 
I vicinity of a little village called Liteey, 
Ky.. about eight miles from this point, 

! and while there a daughter. Sarah, was 
! born to them, who died in infancy, and 
their son. Abraham, was born Feb. 12, 
i 1809. Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln left this j 
: county and moved to Hardin county, j 
now known as LaRue county, when 
Abraham was three years of age. They 
resided in that county four years. They 
then went to Spencer county* Indiana, 
where Mrs Lincoln died in 1818. She

You see them 
when they dive off the text, and you 
see them again when they bob up at 
the "Amen;" hut all through the ser¬ 
mon you lose sight of them because 
they may have gone In over their 
heads.—Homiletic Review.

Lebanon Enterprise: On Frank Dean’s 
farm, 2 miles southeast of Bradfords- 
viHe turnpike, there is a remarkable 
cavern i he cayem is on a hill known 
as Bill Yowell hill and until recently no 
one has had the murage to explore it.
